Schroder sweeps 
to victory in 
German elections

G ermany and 
Europe entered 
a new era last 
night when the 
Social Demo- 
crat, Gerhard 
Schroder, unseated Helmut 
Kohl as German Chancellor 
after 16 years in power. It was 
the first timp since the war 
that German voters have 
removed an Incumbent 
chancellor. 

By German standards, it 
was a landslide victory for the 
country's biggest and oldest 
political party. Mr Schroder’s 
Social Democrats (SPD) took 
around 41 per cent of the vote, 
some 6 points ahead of Mr 
Kohl's Christian Democrats 
(CDU) and its Bavarian sister 
party, the Christian Social 
Union, according to early pro- 
jections based on exit polls 
last night. 

"It's a difficult evening for 
me,” conceded Mr Kohl as the 
scale of the SchrOder victory 
became clear. He immediately 
announced he was surrender- 
ing the chairmanship of his 
party, which he has led for 2S 
years. 

With slightly more than ; 
35 per cent the CDU slumped i 
to its worst post-war perfor- 
mance, while the SPD's pro- 
jected vote was its best show- 
ing since 1980. I 

In his first post-poll 
remarks, the 54-year-old vic- 
tor paid tribute to the retiring 
chancellor and pledged that 
the priority of foe new gov- 1 
eminent would be to tackle 
unemployment of more than 
4 million, the single biggest 
factor in Mr Kohl's defeat 
Mr Schrfider also stressed 
that his administration would 
pursue "continuity in foreign 
policy”. 

“It is a dramatic defeat for 
the Kohl government.” said 
Kersdn MQUer. deputy leader 
of the environmentalist 
Greens. "The Kohl era is 
over.” 

The margin of the Schroder 
victory was considerably 
larger than predicted by the 
opinion polls on the eve of the 
election and represented a 


unemployment.” 

Reading between the lines 
of his initial remarks. Mr 
Schrader sounded keener on 
a “Grand Coalition ” with foe 
CDU than a leftist deal with 
the Greens. 

Mr SchrOder ascribed the 
SPD triumph to the party 
selecting foe right candidate, 
having the right manifesto, 
and performing in a much 
more disciplined way than it 
has done for years. 

“The voters want a fresh 
start” said Mr Lafontazne, 
who will have a crucial say in ,

“We’ve worked for this vic- 
tory for three years. The 
party was disciplined as 
1 never before." 







greater than expected tri- 
umph for the new chancellor, 
until now the prime minister 
of his native northern state of 
Lower Saxony. 

It remained unclear last 
night whether Mr Schrftder 
would try to form a left-of-cen- 
tre coalition government 
which would bring the 
Greens into government in 
Bonn for the first time. Alter- 
natively, he could offer a cen- 
trist "Grand Coalition" to foe 
post-Kohl CDU, with foe lat- 
ter as the junior partner in a 
government which would 
command almost 80 per cent 
of the new parliament 

Mr Schrdder and the SPD 
chairman, Oskar Lafontaine, 
said they would consider the 
new balance of forces over- 
nightbefore deciding on their 
coalition options. Wolfgang 
1 Schfluble, Mr Kohl’s number 
i two and foe favourite to take 
i over the leadership of foe 
CDU, said it was up to foe 
election winner to malm the 
first moves on a possible 
coalition. 

“It's a clear defeat and It 
hurts.” said Mr Schfluble. 
"The CDU is in for a difficult 
time. It’s foe end of the era of 
Helmut KohL” 

The result made Mr 
Schrdder Germany's thlni SPD 
chancellor, following Willy 
Brandt and Helmut Schmidt 

and also confirmed foe ascen- 
dancy of left-of-centre parties 
across Europe, pu ttin g Ger- 
many alongside Britain, 
France, Italy, the Netherlands, 
and most of Scandinavia. 

"Germany will not become 
a different republic through 
this election,” Mr Schrdder 
said. 

Amid scenes of jubilation at 
the SPD headquarters in 
Bonn, the new chancellor 
sounded sober and statesman- 
like and declined to wax 
triumpbalisL "I want to de- 
clare my respect for Helmut 
KohL He was a very difficult 
opponent. He and I fought a 
fair election. 

T stand for economic sta- 
bility and above all for for- 
eign policy continuity,” Mr 
Schroder went on. "My most 
important is to fight

After 1 6 years, a place in history 



W ITH his wifo. Hanne- 
lore, by his side, and 
a clutch of outgoing 
cabinet ministers congre- 
gating around his giant fig- 
ure, a chastened and gra- 
cious Helmut Kohl last 
night took his leave of Ger- 
man, European, and world 
politics, writes Ian Traynor. 

A hush settled over 
Bonn’s Konrad Adenauer 
House, the national head- 
quarters of Mr Kohl’s 
Christian Democratic 
Union, as the leader pre- 
pared to give his valedic- 
tory message to the party 
flajthfld. Then before Mr 
Kohl could speak, the ap- 
plause broke out and went 
on for several minutes. 

Mr Kohl smiled reflec- 
tively as be addressed 
stunned party workers. 
Kohl votes in bis home town “This is a difficult . evening 
of Ludwigshafen yesterday for me.” he begah-i “This 


defeat is beyond even dis- 
cussing and I will accept 
the consequences myself.” 

Having won four federal 
elections in a row and 
served for 16 years, Mr 
Kohl has claimed his place 
in the history books. 

“We achieved a huge 
amount for our country,” 
Mr -Kohl said. “German 
unific ation «tki European 
unity.” 

"Sixteen years was a long | 
and a good time,” said Nor - 1 
bert Blfim, Mr Kohl's 
labour minister and the 
only minister in every cabi- 
net since October 1 1962. 
“I’m proud to have been 
with Helmut Kohl for 16 
years. But you have to be 
able to let go.” 

Mr Blum was close to 

tears. Wolfgang Schfluble. 
Mr Kohl's anointed succes- 
sor, by contrast, was sober 


and perhaps impatient. 
Having waited a long time 
to shine, Mr Schfluble 

briskly fixed on the future.

elections by taking four of foe 
six places in the new constitu- 
ency section, elected by rank- 
and-file members. 

Among foe four members of 
the Grassroots Alliance 
elected were Mark Seddon, 
popular editor of foe leftwing 
weekly, Tribune, and Liz , 
Davies, foe Islington barris- 
ter who was removed as a 
parliamentary candidate be- 
fore foe last election on foe 
grounds that she was an 
ultra-leftist and “Trot”. 

Miss Davies immediately 
claimed a victory "against foe 
odds" despite what she called 
a smear campaign by senior 
party officials. “This will 
send a dear message to the 
Labour leadership. Party 
members want an open, dem- 
ocratic party where dissent is 
valued and where voices of 
the grassroots are listened to 
with respect” 

She called for “redistribu- 
tion of wealth and power from 
the rich to foe poor and de- 
mocracy and diversity in foe 
Labour Party". Writing in 
today’s Guardian she adds:

Puzzle for art 
experts as Archer plans huge Warhol sale 



Former Tory deputy chairman 
could raise £25 million with 
370-work collection - or flood 
the market, reports Rory Carroll 



RT dealers were 
shocked and puzzled 
List night after Lord 
.Archer revealed he 
rad quietly built up 
one of the world's biggest 
Andy Warhol collections — 
and 'planned a sell-off next 
month which could raise EI5 
million. 

An exquisitely timed mas- 
terstroke which taps end-of- 
the-century emotionalism be- 
fore recession plunges prices 
into freefall, said some. A stu- 
pendous blunder which will 
cost the the Tory grandee mil- 
lions by flooding the market 
and instantly annihilating the 
current Warhol chic, said 
others. 

Lord Archer remained coy, 
commenting only to swat sug- 
gestions that his novels must 
be selling poorly. "No. I'm 
down to my last £ioo million.” 

The 42 oils and 328 acrylics, 
including images of Marilyn 
Monroe. Chairman Mao and 
Campbell's soup tins, will be 
exhibited in batches of 85 at a 
Bruton Street gallery from 
October 20. 

Last May's £10.6 million 
sale or Warhol's Orange Mari- 
lyn at Sotheby's in New York | 


is believed to have convinced 
Lord Archer that the market, 
which oscillates between 
viewing Warhol as a genius 
ora fraud, was ripe. 

Thomas Sokolowski, direc- 
tor of the Andy Warhol Mu- 
seum in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, said the announcement 
was bizarre. 

"It's a matter of supply and 
demand. Warhol U doing well 
right now but this collection 
is huge, absolutely huge. Td 
be shocked to think that even 
big institutions on Madison 
Avenue would have as many. 

"It makes sense to parse the 
collection out. Do it over a 
couple of years In different 
countries." 

Lower profile works for 
which buyers would have 
paid premium prices will be 
spumed because of the glut 
said Mr Sokolowski. He pre- 
dicted that images of icons 
such as Monroe could fetch 
£300,000. At the bottom end 
prices will hover at around 
£800.

dealers hailed the sale as a 
Shrewd cashing-in on Brit- 
ain's youth culture Zeitgeist 

Andrew Lament, a gallery 
owner ami chairman of the 
fine arts committee of the 
Hue Arts and Trade Guild, 
said Lord Archer had tuned 
into a millennial spiritualism 
that valued pop art's energy. 

“In the 90s we're a much 
more caring and emotionally 
sensitive society. The 
younger generation of club- 
bers have brought bade a 
fashion for colour and ftm 
and joy, 

“But in the 80s everybody 
wore black, there was a cool- 
ness, things were disciplined, 
regimented. Money was the 
God." 

By starting to collect War- 
hols seven years ago, when 
the legacy of that coolness 
chilled the value of bis work, 
Lord Archer was thinking 
ahead, said Mr Lamont 

"He’s Judged it well. With 
the fashion for retro it seems 
that if ever he's going to sell 
that collection now is a good 
time. 

"He’s expecting people to 
pay at the top of the artist’s 
price. Also he's got in ahead 
of the recession, and art usu- 
ally suffers the quickest” 

Lord Archer employed five 
researchers to trawl the 
world in pusuit of works by 
Warhol, who died in 1987. The 
collection includes 10 Mari- 
lyns, 10 Maos, IQ Campbell’s 
soups, three Len ins, four Ron- 
ald Reagans «nri Imag ws of 
Mick Jagger, Donald Duck 
and Mickey Mouse. 

Niall Fairhead, an indepen- 
dent London dealer, said that 
in recent weeks he and his as- 
sociates had done a brisk 
trade in Warhols on the conti- 
nent and in Hong Kong. 

"People do want them. In 
the past 18 months [demand] 
has really escalated, though 
Archer would probably have 
got an even better price if he 
had done this six months ago. 
There's a lot of talk about 
recession.” 

Next month’s exhibition 
will also include 83 signed 
Hockney prints from the art- 
ist’s private collection. 

Dealers predicted most of 
the collection would be Hoo- 
vered up by bullish Ameri- 
cans, but Mr Sokolowski 
urged, Lord Archer not to get 
his hopes up. 

"Even institutions aren't 
able to pay stratospheric 
prices. For that you need indi- 
viduals with a fetishistic need 
to own a particular painting. 
So all I can say is ‘Good luck 
Jeffrey’.”

Beast foils police cathunt

I T was a drama lifted 
straight from the plot of 
the Hollywood film. The 
Fugitive. Police used 
heat -seeking equipment and 
warned residents through 
loudliailers to lock them- 
selves indoors following 
sightings or a mystery feline 
bigger than an :ilsntian on the 
loose on the edge of London. 

The extraordinary cathunt 
covering 40 square miles 
around Barnet. South Minims 
and Potters Bar in south Hert- 
fordshire began after a mem- 
ber of the public reported see- 
ing a puma-like animal in n 


populated residential area on 
Friday afternoon. 

Dozens of armed officers 
were teamed up with RSPCA 
officials and police helicop- 
ters using heat-seeking equip- 
ment were drafted Into the 
search Tor the elusive ani mal. 

Safety concerns were out- 
weighed by the puzzle of bow 
the freshly dubbed "Beast of 
Barnet” — thought to be 
either a puma, cougar or 
American mountain lion — 
had come to be wandering a 
London suburb. There have 
been similar sightings in tbe 
past eight years, and police 
be 1 leve the same animal could 
be Involved. 

Residents were warned to 


lock their doors and windows 
and police used loudhafiers to 
order them to stay indoors. 

Two officers involved in the 
search who spotted the ani- 
mal described it as “a large 
brown cat with a very large 
rape like tali which had a 
black ring on the end of it. It 
was a very large brown cat, 
bigger than an aba Han.” 

Despite appeals for the pub- 
lic to leave the cat alone if 
spotted and to call 9 99 imme- 
diately, the a ni ma t was not 
described as ferocious. Police 
who got within 50 yards said 
it got up, stretched itself and 
walked away. 

The animal was still at 
large last night, said Chief 


Superintendent Huw Thorn- 
ton. "It is tike looking for a 
needle in a haystack. 

“But we have had no 
reports of a large animal at- 
tacking people and no reports 
of livestock being killed, and 
this is not something which 
should panic people.” 
Inspector John Storey of 
the RSPCA said: "It is going 
to be feeding on rabbits, small 
game and possibly muntjack 
deer. There is an abundance 
of food for it and it's going to 
have no problem surviving.” 
He said it was unlikely to 
attack humans or household 
pets, but warned: “If it is 
hungry enough it will eat 
anything.”

EW LABOUR is 
viewed increas- 
ing as a timid, 
centre-right politi- 
cal force which, so 
far, has changed little of sub- 
stance over the past 16 
months, according to 
research for the Guardian in 
two key marginals on the eve 
of the Blackpool conference.

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losses is outside his Govern- 
ment’s control. 

But older Labour voters 
have clearly lost fruth in a 
party which has repositioned 
itself on the centre-right. 
“They just do not seem to be 
interested In their real sup- 
porters," lamented Gill in 
Northfield. “I'm a single 
parent with a daughter going 
through university and we j 
get no help whatsoever." 

“I don’t trust Blair." added 
Dave. “I'm disappointed.

Over- 
all, Mr Blair is widely 
regarded as charismatic, ac- 
cessible, and “in touch with 
ordinary people”. 

Yet some of our respon- 
dents who held him up as a 
strong leader still thought he 
was “bland" and 1 ‘non-com- 
mittal" on many important 
issues. “When he was elected 
I thought it would be quite 
good ... a right-of-centre 
Labour party [but] I regard 
him as more of a charlatan.” 
said Philip, a former Tory 
voter. Tony, a young convert 
to New Labour, added: “He 
said things people wanted to 
hear but be hasn’t backed 
them up to any great extent" 

“I’m very disappointed 
really," chipped in Paul, a 
third convert- “I know things 
don't change overnight but 
we are . . . handing over inter- 
est rate policy [to the Bank of 
England monetary commit- 
tee]." He has first-hand expe- 
rience of a Suture to deliver, 
having had two NHS opera- 
tions cancelled, but he still 
“admires" Mr Blair. 

Another convert, Lloyd, 
said the Prime Minister had 
not been put to the test “It 
will be interesting to see bow 
he handles a recession." He 
gave Blair “slightly more 
plusses than minuses". 

Yet while people were often 
deeply concerned about 
Labour’s failure to improve 
public services, particularly 
health, they did not blame the 
Government for a looming 
recession and possible job 
losses. News that Mr Blair 
could not save jobs at the 
doomed microchip plant in 
his own constituency. Sedge- 
field, appears to have con- 
vinced people like Gary, a 
Northfield car worker, that 
economies are beyond the 
control of any one country. 

He said: “I don’t think my 
job will be there in five years 
... all the new people are on 
six-month contracts and 
theyll be out on their ears.” 
He blamed events outside the 
control of Mr Blair for a loom- 
ing crisis in Britain’s indus- 
trial heartlands. 

Our findings underline Mr 
Blair's success in resposition- 
ing Labour on the centre-right 
and capturing a new. mickKe- 
England constituency. Under - 

lying support for the Prime 
Minister, if not the wider Gov- 
ernment, remains strong. But 
r emo ve Mr Blair, and the New 
Labo ur revolution will flop. He 
is seen as a one-man band; 
other senior ministers are 
rarely, if ever, mentioned. 

In the words of David, a 
chartered surveyer and older. 
Conservative voter, in En- 
field: "Labour consists of one 
person — Blair. He’s able to 
sway people with his oratory. 
But the people around him 
haven't a clue what to do . . .“ 

The Tory hierarchy can 
draw no comfort from our 
findings. Even the party’s tra- 
ditional supporters feel that 
Mr Hague has “lost the plot’ 
and will be replaced sooner 
rather than later.

I T HAS been a long, rocky 
ideological road from the 
council house to the sub- 
urban semi — and now the 
flashy, detached home deep 
in mi ddle-En gland, or the 
elegant Islington terrace. 

But the transformation 
from people’s party to New 
Labour — and the nouveau 
riche — now seems com- 
plete. according to the find- 
ings of the four Guardian 
focus groups. 

Asked to think of a politi- 
cal party as a house, our 
respondents in Birming- 
ham were in no doubt that 
Labour represented “big. 
detached, six-bedroom 
houses with a long drive on 
a good road". Parked out- 
side would be a Rover or a 
Jag. 

The house would have 
red roses in the front gar- 
den, there would be thick 
carpets inside, a Labrador 
on the mat and “Lord Ir- 
vine” style wallpaper 
throughout — a reference 
to the Lord Chancellor's ex- 
pensive decorative tastes. 

According to the findings 
from Enfield. Labour's typi- 
cal house was seen as a Vic- 


torian three-storey terrace 
in Islington with marble 
floors, well-kept front gar- 
den, and Oasis wafting 
from an expensive sound 
system.If there wasn’t a 
vintage E-type Jag, there 
would be a Mercedes or 
Daimler. “More likely a 
Rover at the front and a 
Daimler round the back,” 
said Philip, a young Labour 
convert. 

By contrast, the Tory 
house in Birmingham 
would be “massive", with a 
long drive and electric 
gates, and Rolls-Royce or 
Jag. Inside, a pin-striped 
Tory might be “knocking 
off someone rise's wife" — 
an indication that sleaze 
still forms a perception of 
the party. Some felt the 
house would be up for 
repossession. 

The young Enfield focus 
group selected by ICM, all 
former Tory voters, 
thought the Tory house 
might be most similar to 
their own — “a three-bed 
semi, modern and nice” on 
a new estate, with a Mon 
dco or Vectra outside. 

And the Lib Dem house? 
Untidy terrace, or a 
country cottage “for bump- 
kins growing organic veg".

Arrest of Anwar 
spurs solidarity

Kuala Lumpw, and agencies 


L eaders of four Malay- 
sian parties and more 
than a dozen non-gov- 
ernmental organisa- 
tions held a joint rally yester- 
day to press for the repeal of 
the draconian law used to de- 
tain the sacked deputy prime 
minister and dissident leader 
Anwar Ibrahim. 

Although the authorities 
have banned all public meet- 
ings, no police were seen at 
the rally, held at the local 
headquarters of the Taiamir 
fundamentalist opposition 
Parti Tslam Se-Malaysla 
(PAS) in Gombok. a town 
about 10 miles from Kuala 
Lumpur. 

Hie protest was led by the 
Democratic Action Party, the 
Parti Rakyat Malaysia and 
the National Socialist party. 

Earlier the police thwarted 
their attempt to launch a new 
movement, called the Coali- 
tion for People's Democracy, 
in a Kuala Lumpur hotel. The 
police refused a permit and 
the hotel management locked 
the hall 


The group announced a 10- 
point joint declaration which 
in cludes the right to freedom 
of speech and assembly, and 
the right to a fair trial and 
Impartial hearing in a public 
court of law. It also called for 
the repeal of an legislation in- 
fringing human rights, in- 
cluding the Internal Security 
Act (ISA). 

Some observers speculated 
that the prime minister, Ma- 
hathir Mohamad may declare 
a state of emergency. 

Mr Anwar has vanished 
from public view since his ar- 
rest The regime accused h*m 
of sodomy, but neither Dr Ma- 
hathir nor the police have 
produced any evidence in 
court 

The meeting heard a mes- 
sage from Mr Anwar’s wife, 
whom police had reportedly 
kept away. “Day to day we 
are waiting and wondering 
■whether Brother Anwar will 
be brought to court We do 
not seek anything other than 
Anwar being produced in 
court and gi v en a fair trial,** 
it said. .. . 

In the past Dr Mahathir has 
exploited ethnic divisions be- 
tween the majority Malay and 


minority Chinese popula- 
tions, but the presence of poli- 
ticians from both communi- 
ties on the same platform was 
one indication that his hold 
on power is weakening. 

The majority of the protest- 
ers wer^ Malay Muslims sup- 
porters of PAS, who have 
been outraged by the unsub- 
stantiated sodomy accusa- 
tions against Mr Anwar 
his detention under the ISA 

The head of FAS, Fadzfl Mo- 
hammed Noor. quoted the UN 
Declaration of Human Rights 
when he excoriated the ISA 
and the corruption of the Ma- 
hathir regime. 

Syed Husin All, a leftwing 
politician who shared a ceil 
with Mr Anwar when they 
were detained under the ISA 
in the 1970s, joked that 90 per 
cent of Dr Mahathir's cabinet 
was guilty of adultery, to 
hoots of laughter from the 
crowd. A member of the 
mainly Chinese Democratic 
Action Party also mocked Dr 
Mahathir and hia regime, to 
shouts of agreement from the 
mainly Malay audience. 

It looks as though the oppo- 
sition has finally found a 
wmw on which it ran unite.

S ALMAN RUSHDIE 
may be savouring free- 
dom In London, but 
the Bangladeshi feminist 
writer Taslima Nasrin was 
in hiding from both Islamic 
f undam ent alis ts and police 
yesterday. 

Four years after she was 
hounded out of the country 
by religious zealots. Ms 
Nasrin, who returned to 
Dhaka secretly to visit her 
dying mother, may be 
forced to flee again. 

Her nights are sleepless 
with anxiety, her lawyer 
said. “She's deeply con- 
cerned and has sought our 
advice on wbat to do now.’’ 
There have been protests 
by Muslim fundamentalists 
since the news of her 
return broke last week. 

According to some 
reports, the authorities 
have advised her to leave to 
avoid embroiling the gov- 
ernment in a controversy 
which would disract its at- 
tention from pressing 
efforts to deal with the 
aftermath of the recent 
floods. 

Several fundamentalist 
parties have organised 


marches demanding her ex- 
ecution. They have also 
criticised Sheikh Hasina's 
government for being 
equivocal about her 
whereabouts. 

Ms Nasrin earned the 
wrath of the fundamental* 

ists with an interview in an 
Indian newspaper in early 
1994 in which she was 
quoted as criticising the 
Koran for being unfair to 
women. She say's she was 
misquoted. 

She became internation- 
ally known after an ob- 
scure religious group called 
Soldiers of the Prophet put 
a price on her head.

it will be good for Blair 

THE LABOUR hi g ft ) command had its 
answer ready. “So what?” said the voice of 
Downing Street, on hearing the news that a 
quartet of troublesome dissenters bad bur- 
rowed their way into the institution that 
used to be described as “Labour’s ruling 
body”: the national executive committee. 
The official line insists Downing Street is 
“astonishingly relaxed" by yesterday's first 
item in Blackpool — the news that four of 
the six NEC places determined by party 
members had gone to the left-leaning Grass- 
roots Alliance. The bosses say they don't 
care that a loose coalition of non-loyalists 
came out ahead of the Millbank-approved 
slate, Members First It might be annoying, 
they admit, to deal with the likes of Liz 
Davies — the left-winger barred last year by 
the NEC from standing as a parliamentary 
candidate — but not much more. - 
Strictly speaking, they might be right 
The NEC Is hardly the body it once was; 
modernisation has made it all but power- 


less. Besides, even if the four Grassrooters 
are joined by a couple of independent- 
minded trade unionists and Dennis Skinner 
from the MPs section, the awkward squad 
will still lose every vote the NEC takes. 
Their best case is to lose by 25 votes to 7, 
rather than 32 to zero. 

But yesterday's result is not no thing . Just 
as they did last year, when they chose Ken 
Livingstone over Peter Mandelson, Labour 
party members have sent a message to Tony 
Blair and the architects of the New Labour 
project They support the Government 
they're delighted it’s in power ins tead of the 
Tories — but they’re ready to hear other 
voices, too. By granting first place to a 
thoughtful radical like Tribune alitor Mark 
Seddon — they signalled their faith in 
internal debate. Diversity of opinion is not a 
threat, but a sign of vitality; for in politics, 
conformity is dose to morbidity. If the NEC 
was to take its decisions on unanimous 
votes, Mr Blair would live an easier life — 
but he would be the leader of an empty shell, 
not a genuine political movement 

That was why the Guardian welcomed the 
arrival of the Grassroots Alliance earlier in 
the summer prompted by the belief that 
debate is better than uniformity, argument 
better, than control. The gre a t irony of 
yesterday’s proceedings was that, once the 
NEC results were in, Mr Blair proved the 


point himself perfectly. The Prime Minister 
took to the podium, removed his jacket and 
faced the delegates’ questions. Advance bill- 
ing suggested the question and answer ses- 
sion might be a bit of a North Korea 
number, with stage-managed, softball plau- 
dits laid at the feet of the Great Leader. But 
it didn’t turn out that way. The first ques- 
tion came from a delegate who said she was 
looking forward to having a good time in 
Blackpool, but that she didn’t really believe 
conference would achieve much. Another 
asked if there was not a large, economic- 
philosophy-shaped hole in the Third Way. 
One more wondered why every name-tag, 
every document-pack and every fringe meet- 
ing seemed to have a commercial sponsor: is 
Labour a party for sale? 

These were real questions, chosen at 
random. And far from crumbling under the 
pressure of non-controlled debate, Mr Blair 
seemed to thrive on it He was confident, 
funny and persuasive. His argument that 
Labourites should not delude themselves 
that they have a choice between the Blair 
government and the Labour government of 
their dreams — for the zeal choice is 
between Tony Blair and the Tories — was 
effective. So was his “been there, done that" 
dis missal of Labour's fratricidal past As a 
tacit rebuttal of the NEC results it was 
smart reminding activists that he would 


not tolerate any repeat of the bitter 1980s. 
But paradoxically, it was also a reminder of 
why yesterday's election of the Grassroots 
Four may help, rather than hurt Tony 
Blair. For politicians, like politics, need a 
good argument even when they think other- 
wise. 


The cyber bard 

The play’s the thing 

A FLAY by any other han d would surely 
read as fair. The news that Edward m has 
been accepted as being “largely" from the 
pen of William Shakespeare by its inclusion 
in the authoritative Arden Shakespeare edi- 
tion doesn't change the world or make the 
play itself any better or worse than it was 
last week. But it is difficult to avoid the 
feeling that literature is subtly enriched by 
the announcement It wasn’t enough to 
completely satisfy Eric Sams, a 72-year-old 
retired civil servant of Croydon, Surrey, 
even though it marks the climax of 30 years 
of campaigning. Mr Sams maintains that 
Edward in was written entirely by the Bard. 
Nor will it satisfy Oxfordians who will 
simply claim Edward HI as another work by 
Robert de Vere. the 17th Earl of Oxford, who 
is the leading pretender to Shakespearean 


authorship now that Bacon, Marlowe, Jon- 
son and others have fallen a bit by the 
wayside. Oxfordians claim that hardly any- 
thing is known about Shakespeare himself 
and least of all how the Stratford grammar 
school boy managed to acquire the erudi- 
tion and courtly experience that the plays 
are dripping with. Only the Earl of Oxford 
fits the bill, they say. They have produced 
folios of textual references (and a 1 /270-page 
book) to back their case — dismis sed as 
phony evidence by True Believers. 

At the very least Shakespeare would have 
been flattered to know that the debate about 
his existence is now being conducted in 
cyberspace, where more things are happen- 
ing than were dreamed of in his philosophy. 
Computer matching was used to verify 
textual similarities between Edward IH and 
(other) plays, while the debate about author- 
ship rages over the Internet, where Shake- 
spearean and Oxfordian websites have 
turned the whole world into an electronic 
stage. There are nearly half a million Shake- 
speare-related sites on the World Wide Web 
ranging from complete texts of all the plays 
(which can be downloaded at no cost) and 
erudite criticisms to yet new graphological 
theories that it was really Bacon after all. 
New technology — and controversy — have 
proved nothing but a boon for Shake- 
speare's international worth.

encourage "swinging from the 
chandeliers”. I telephoned mis- 
sion control at Millbanh Tower 
for guidance about the dates of 
big debates. When, I asked, was 
conference to debate propor- 
tional representation — or 
“voting reform” as its propo- 
nents rail it in a not very subtie 
attempt to pre-empt the argu- 
ment. The obliging appara- 
tchik at tbe other aid of the 
line said that she presumed it 
would be “Monday or Thurs- 
day when we discuss Democ- 
racy and Citizenship. But we 
don't give sessions exact titles 
these days." Who said that 
press offices always embellish 
the simple truth? 

I assume that if and when 
tbe debate takes place, toe 
more intellectual delegates — 
to whom tiie conference guide 
is intended to appeal — will 
concentrate cm a basic philo- 
sophical question. “Is democ- 
racy best achieved by the elec- 
tion of a House of Commons In 
which the political affiliation of 


the individual members is a 
reflection of the votes cast for 
each party at the general elec- 
tion?" The sensible (though 
complicated) answer is “no”. 
The fashionable (and superfi- 
cial) reply is “yes”. But there is 
another consequence of propor- 
tional representation which 
might interest one or two of the 
assembled party members. 
After “electoral reform’’ there 
will never be a Labour govern- 
ment again. Let us take the last 
and nest election results as an 
example of why that Is cer- 
tainly the rase. 

The landslide triumph-of 1997 
was won by Labour on 432 per 
cent of total votes cast In 1966. 
Harold Wilson won fewer seats, 
but attracted a larger propor- 
tion of the popular vote, indeed, 
throughout toe Fifties and Six- 
ties, Labour's share of tbe vote 
was always greater than it was 
last year. But in only erne of 
those elections did toe Liberals’ 
percentage reach doable fig- 
ures. Labour did spectacularly 
well when the Liberals did 
spectacularly badly. Propor- 
tional representation is in- 
tended to boost the Liberal

In the scramble to restore 
diplomatic and trade relations, 
the “new” administration in 
Tehran and our own new- 
borns merrily trade fatwas. In 
exchange for the freeing of 
Rushdie, Tehran, by a care- 
fully orchestrated smear cam- 
paign, has got Whitehall effec- 
tively to close down Iran Aid, 
the UK charity which looks 
after thousands of orphan chil- 
dren in Iran. The existence of 
this charity is naturally highly 
embarrassing to Tehran, since 
these are no ordinary children: 
they are tbe children of “mo- 
barebs” — dissidents — whose 
parents have been executed, 
often in front of the children. 
They themselves are branded 
as infidels by association, 
therefore, as with the Jews in 
Nazi Germany, it is “halal” 
(OK) to mistreat them and 
against toe law to help them. 

Through a carefully con- 
cealed network of volunteers 
inside Iran, for toe past 15 
years Iran Aid has been gather- 
ing these often deeply trauma- 
tised children off the streets 
and looking after them in tiny 
‘safe” households dotted all 
over the big cities of Iran. But 


now these same thousands of 
children will starve, because 
all of a sudden .as of July, the 
British government via its 
Charity Commission, has 
placed Iran Aid under “investi- 
gation". a euphemism which 
effectively means the charity 
can no longer operate, and 
soon the children — and the 
remaining evidence of Iran's 
appalling human rights record 
—will die.

Jazz on the razor’s edge 


ETTY CARTER, 
who has died of 

cancer aged 69. 
had a reputation 
as au instru- 
ment-like singer 
who didn't want either the au- 
dience or her partners to be 
able to figure exactly what 
was coming next. The kind, in 
other words, that the jazz co- 
gnoscenti loves, and the ca- 
sual listener sometimes feels 
stretches the envelope of a 
song to the puzzling paint 

where it stops being identifi- 
able as an envelope at alL 

Bin Carter could always 
pull even non-buff listeners 
back into the clearing, how- 
ever mercilessly she might I 
have appeared to be leading 
them into a thicket and aban- 
doning them there — and that 
was a secret of the success of 
one of the most enthralling 
jazz singers of all time. 

Although Carter never had 
the mass popular appeal of 
Elia Fitzgerald — and her de- 
votion to maintaining sponta- 
neity and a Cast-moving con- 
versational intimacy with an 
ever-changing retinue of 
sharp young musicians inev- 
itably narrowed her audience 
— she was never simply a mu- 
sician's musician. 

At the Blue Note Club in 
New York in July 1997, where 
Carter was crackling through 
90-minute sets without a glim- 
mer of an indication of either 
failing imagination or failing 
strength, she repeatedly dem- 
onstrated how the rugged vig- 
our of her personality, her 
acerbic wit and an unerring 
sense of drama and timing 
could reach every kind of au- 
dience, familiar with her de- 
viously oblique encryption of 
pop songs and Broadway stan- 
dards or noL 

A young woman in the 
front row of that Blue Note 
audience was visibly irritated 
by some of the singer's more 
labyrinthine improvisations. 
Then she was suddenly hyp- 
notised by Carter’s abrupt 
switch from poignant resigna- 
tion to a yelp of panicked 
anger on the rejection song 
Thirty Years. She stared up at 
the singer as if transfixed by 
an emotional explosion she 
had not seen coming, and 
clutched her boyfriend — as if 
unnerved by the Instability of 
the future. That kind of thing 
happened on Carter dates all 
the time. 

Betty Carter's voice could 
negotiate most of the nuances 
and ambiguities lying be- 


tween the sounds of a coaxing 
whisper and a gunshot, and in 
SO years on the road she 
honed those skills to a razor's 
edge that could be spine-chill- 
ing as well as fascinating. 

Sometimes she would bait 
and badger her musicians as 

if she were an exasperated 
mother trying to energise lag- 
gardly children, and her mu- 
sicians — usually piano trios 
— would watch her every 
move, interpreting the 
weaves and feints of her rest- 
lessly demonstrative arm 
movements on the fly, wait- 
ing for the suddenly insistent 
swivel or the head, or the un-

voice could 
negotiate most of 
the nuances and 
ambiguities lying 
between the 
sounds of a 
coaxing whisper 
and a gunshot. 

She was small, 
alert, funny, with 
shrewd and mobile 
features, and she 
occupied a stage 
as if it was her 
Irving room — or, 
more accurately, 
her bedroom 


expected percussive shout 
that the drummer was ex- 
pected to turn into an explo- 
sive cymbal-smash almost be- 
fore the sound had left her 
Ups. 

She was small, alert hinny, 
with shrewd and mobile fea- 
tures, and she occupied a 
nightclub stage as if it was 
her living room — or .more 
accurately, herbedroont 

The repertoire was usually 
the same from one show to 
the next but the Interpreta- 
tions varied from night to 
night and place to place, and 
band to band. East of the Sun. 


West of the Moon was a 
favourite, but Carter wouldn’t 
let the uninitiated in on the 
secret of the song’s identity 
for a fhll five minutes or more 
of molten, interval-warping 
improvised lines and one- 
touch collective improvisa- 
tion with the others. Just oc- 
| casionally dropping In the 
odd reference to the song as a 
due. 

She would deliver love- 
songs with poignant emotion, 
vibrating like piano wire or 
with a sensuality you could 
dip a Gager In. Yet she might 
stm burst into laughter at a 
missed -cue In the trio, and 
the moment wouldn't detract 
at all from the story of the 
song, because her deconstruc- 
tion of its mechanics would 
intensify rather than obstruct 
the meshing of technique, ex- 
perience and humanity in her 
work. 

Carter was originally from 
Michi g an , bom Lillie Mae 
Jones. She appeared on stage 
with Charlie Parker in De- 
troit in the 1940s — playing 
hookey from school and alter- 
ing her birth certificate to 
avoid the club's no-juveniles 
rule. It was a period in which 
she was hypnotised by both 
bop and its lifestyle. 

The legend then goes that 
she maintained a stormy 
relationship with the Lionel 
Hampton band for a couple of 
years, being Bred seven times 
by the boss and re-hired 
seven times by Hampton’s 
wife Gladys, who was an un- 
shakeable Carter fan. 

“Hampton was the band- 
leader and 1 was a little snot," 
Carter told the Guardian in 
1987. “I loved the Dizzy Gilles- 
pie bebop world and I wanted 
to be In Dizzy’s band but he 
wasn't hiring females. 1 didn't 
realise than tha t the man up- 
stairs had put me in the best I 
band I could have been in. ; 
Disciplined, well run. well 
paid, and a place where I 
could Learn." 

Hampton dubbed the incor- 
rigibly-improvising Carter 
"Betty Bebop", which she 
hated, but the experience 
turned her into a fine big- 
band singer, and later an in- 
spired and Inspiring collabo- 
rator with artists such as 
Miles Davis and Ray. Charles. 
But small groups always 
suited her best for their inter- 
active potential, offering 
scope for winging it that con- 
stantly diverted Carter from 
the heart-on-the-sleeve emo- 
tionalism of the torchy jazz 


singers, or the metallic, dis- 
embodied scatting of bop vo- 
calists, who pretend to be 
Instruments. 

She liked working with 
players young enough to be 
her children, because “you 
get energy, inspiration and 
eagerness from them," she ob- 
served. “They don't watch the 
clock, they just want to play. 
You're working with a bunch 
of kids who haven't been 
over-exposed to the standards 
but are hearing them for the 
first time. They don't know 
how it goes — so they're flexi- 
ble enough to do it different, r 
can teach them what Jazz 
really is." 

Betty Carter was a . 
Grammy- winner, and her j 
i960 duet with Ray Charles on 
Baby It's Cold Outside became 
a jazz classic. Now-celebrated | 
musicians who worked and 
learned at her tough school 
include pianists John HigkA 
and Mulgrew Miller, bassists 
Buster Williams and Dave 
Holland, and drummers Jack 
DeJohnette and Lewis Nash. 

Carter was keenly aware of 
the politics of the music In- 
dustry, and resisted the major 
labels' attempts to take the 
sting and unpredictability out 
of jazz. She founded her own 
record label, Bet-Car. in the 
late 1960s. and one of the ses- 
sions she released through it. 
The Audience with Betty Car- 
ter. was nominated for a 
Grammy. In 1988, Verve of- 
fered her a contract re-issu- 
ing her four earlier Bet-Car 
sets, and the Grammy-win- 
ning Look What I Cot 

Betty Carter won a best fe- 
male jazz vocalist Grammy 
award in 1988, and in 1993 
founded Jazz Ahead, a music 
programme that brings a 
score or so of promising 
young jazz mnqiHang from all 
over the States to New York 
every spring, for study and 
performance — a fitting testi- 
mony to her tireless efforts to 
bring on the next jazz 
generation. 

Eric Harland, one of her 
last percussionists, said: "She 
was like a mother to us all. 
She really made sure that not 
only in music but In life that 
we were going to be OK." 

Betty Carter is survived by 
her two sons, Myles and Ra- 
gle Redding.

Komla Gbedemah 


Friends and foes in Ghana

The origin of species 


F ROM the Late 1940s 
until the beginning of 
the 1960s Komla Gbe- 
deinah. who has died 
ayed W. was a key ally of 
Kwainc Nkrumah. the man 
who ted what had been the 
British colony of the Gold 
Coast into independence as 
Ghana in 1957. From 1951 and 
the birth of the country's self 
governmentuntil 1961 when 
Nkrumah sovmed securely in 
power. Gbedemah was a cabi- 
net minister. But in that year 


leader was released, and 
called by the governor Sir 
Charles Noble Arden- Clarke, 
to form the first African gov- 
ernment in a British colony. 
The ultimate result was the 
transformation of the Gold 
Coast into Ghana, and inde- 
pendence on March 6, 1957. 

That was the high water 
mark. Four years later Gbede- 
mah went Into a European ex- 
ile which only ended with the 
overthrow of Nkr umah in 
1966. 


the alliance shattered, and 
Gbedemah went into an exile 
that marked the end of his 
effective political career. 

A brilliant political orga- 
niser, he masterminded the 
successful 1951 campaign of 
the Convention Peoples Party 
(CPP) in the Gold Coast’s first 
general elections. Nkrumah, 
after declaring a civil disobe- 
dience campaign, had been 
jailed by the British authori- 
ties but Gbedemah’s work led 
to Nkrumah's triumph. The

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Gbedemah was born at 
Warn in Nigeria. His father 
was a government medical 
official. He was educated at 
Cape Coast mission school 
and later at Achimota Col- 
lege, seen as an "African 
Eton", founded by Sir Gordon 
Guggisberg on English pub- 
lic-school lines with the aim 
of producing an African elite. 
He was a contemporary there 
of Nkrumah. Lack of money 
prevented Gbedemah from 
studying medicine so he be- 
came a teacher, confectioner i 
and businessman. 

In 1949. by which time he 
had become manager and edi- 
tor of the Accra Evening 
News, he joined Nkrumah in 
the CPP when it broke away 
from the main nationalist 
movement, the United Gold 
Coast Convention. 

Elected to the Gold Coast 
legislative assembly in 1951, 
Gbedemah became health, 
and later commerce, minis- 
ter. In 1954 he became finance 
minister in the colony's first 
all-African cabinet 

As early as 1953 there were 
fears of a split in file CPP. The 
Gold Coast’s governor, Sir 
Charles Arden-Clarke. con- 
sidered that Nkrumah had 
vanity in full measure, but de- 
scribed Gbedemah in a letter 
as “one of the vainest and 
most determined Gold Coast 
Africans i have met ... He 
regards himself as God’s gift 
to finance ... we shall proba- 
bly have some novel financial 


doctrines from him.” 

By 1965 Gbedemah was in 
London to discuss the Volta 
River Project and the trust ter- 
ritory of Togoland. In 1957 he 
was a member of a delegation 
to London on. constitutional 
Issues. After Independence he 
remained at the finance minis- 
try until 1961, after which he 
was briefly minister for presi- 
dential affairs. Then came 
Nkrumah's "Dawn Broadcast'’ 
— a denunciation of the Gha- 
naian “capitalist readers". It 
marked the low point in the 
two men’s 14-year political 
journey. 

Following Nkrumah's over- : 
throw Gbedemah returned to I 
Ghana. In exile be bad formed 
links with Dr Kofi Bnsia, a 
leading opponent of Nkru- 
mah. but in the new climate 
many Ghanaians saw him as 
the man who had done most 
to assure Nkrumah's 
dominance. 

In the 1969 general elections 
G bed email's party, the 
National Alliance of Liberals, 
was defeated by Dr Busia's 
Progress Party. Gbedemah 
was prevented from taking 
his seat in the national assem- 
bly and forbidden to lead a po- 
litical party. He was married 
twice. He leaves several chil- 
dren and his second wife.

H olger jannasch, 

who has died aged 71, 
was one of a small band 
of scientists whose discoveries 
were so startling that most of 
the world has yet to realise 
their significance. In 1977 he 
— ■ and other oceanographers 
— discovered an entirely new 
realm of life in one of the most 
unexpected environments of 
all: the deep ocean floor. 

For more than a century, 
marine biologists imagined 
the ocean floor as an arid 
zone, too dark, too cold and 
too Infertile to support any- 
thing except a kind of sparse, 
scavenging life. The ortho- 
doxy argued that since life de- 
pended on oxygen, sunlight 
and a steady supply of nutri- 
ents. file richest zones would 
be the coastal waters, the 
mangrove swamps, the river 
estuaries, and that life in the 
sea would become more pre- 
carious the further from land. 

Because there would be 
plankton in the upper few 
metres, there would be food 
for a limited range of crea- 
tures, but the deep would be 
home to little more than 
sperm whale and squid, and a 
few strange fish that created 
their own luminosity. At the 
bottom of the abyss, where no 
light penetrated, and where 
the temperature was little 
more than freezing, there 
would only be sterility. 

Then Jannasch and his col- 
leagues at the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution, on 
Cape Cod. Massachusetts, 
working with a little sub- 
mersible called Alvin, entered 
the history books. While ex- 
ploring a mid-ocean ridge in 
the Pacific, they found the 
famous black smokers — vol- 
canic springs pumping huge 
quan t iti e s of dissolved miner- 
als at fierce temperatures into 

the ocean waters. 

Around. these vents there 
lived huge concentrations of 


sulphur-eating microbes, 
which flourished in tempera- 
tures above boiling point, and 
which fed completely unex- 
pected ecosystems. He had 
found a realm of life which 
thrived on hot water rather 
than sunlight. grazed on 
minerals rather than grass, 
and even stranger predators 
which fed on the bacteria. 

These bacteria are now 
known as hyperthermopbiles. 
The bet among biologists now 
is that they oould have among 
their number the oldest in- 
habitants of the planet, and 
that In their dark, hot homes 
could lie the answer to the 
commencement of life itself 
3-8 billion years ago. 

Jannasch — who last year 
identified Pyrolobus fumarii, 
the bug that holds the record 
for growth at 113 degrees cen- 
tigrade — himself wondered 
If the discovery did not also 
open the possibility of similar 
communities on other plan- 
ets. As a consequence of such 
discoveries, Nasa scientists 
are preparing to probe the 
sub-surface of Mars, and dig 
beneath the ice of Jupiter’s 
moon. Europe, in the hope of 
discovering signs of extra-ter- 
restrial life. 

B ACK home, some biolo- 
gists now think that the 
recently-discovered 
subterranean microbial, life, 
extending kilometres below 
the surface rocks, could have 
a total mass for exceeding 
that of all life on the surface 
of Earth. Jannasch was never 
so sure. His name, however, 
lives on in Methanococcus Jan- 
naschii. one of the first an- 
cient microbes to have its 
complete DNA code unrav- 
elled, a first step In under- 
standing its evolutionary 
past But there were other 
microbes to be examined. 
"Every time we go to sea, we 
isolate new ones." he said.

“We get surprises all the 
time. The biology and bio- 
physics of these organisms is 
completely different which is 
very exciting.” 

Jannasch was bora In Holz- 
minden, Germany, drafted 
into the forces at the age of 15, 
and captured by the British 
towards the end of the second 
world war. Once freed, he be- 
came a forest ranger and then 
worked at a bird sanctuary on 
the German coast before 
switching to oceanography. 
In 1963, he moved to the 
United States. 

J ANNASCH was a scien- 
tist on more than 35 
ocean expeditions, gath- 
ering samples in the Mediter- 
ranean and Black Seas as well 
as the Atlantic and Pacific. He 
explored lakes in Tibet in Af- 
rica and in Tasmania, and his 
understanding of the metabo- 
lisms of microbes at huge 
pressures and icy tempera- 
tures helped explain the eerie 
preservation of shipwrecks 
such as the Titanic. 

"Science Is an adventure, 
not a career," he once said. In 
1995 he was elected a foreign 
associate of the US National 
Academy of Sciences. 

He is survived by his wife 
and two sons.

P AOLO DI CANIO is 
expected to issue a 
public apology to 
protect Us playing 
career, while Paul Alcock, 
the referee he assaulted, 
considers whether to give 
up officiating. 

The Football Association 
has confirmed It will im- 
pose a gross misconduct 
charge on Di Canlo, who 
has already been suspended 
indefinitely by his clnb 
Sheffield Wednesday, once 
it receives Alcock’s report 
on the game in which the 
Italian sent the referee 
spinning to the gronnd 
after being sent off against 
Arsenal at Hillsborough. 

The Wednesday forward 
can expect severe punish- 
ment when he appears be- 
fore a FA disciplinary com- 
mission which has wide- 
ranging powers. 

The Italian’s extraordi- 
nary act could be punished 
with a ban approaching the 
eight months, a British re- 
cord suspension, handed to 
Eric Cantona after his infa- 
mous kung-fta assault on a 
flm In 1995. That would put 
the 30-year-old Di Canlo out 
for the season. Jeopardising 
his ftature with Wednesday 
and, indeed, in the 
Premiership. 

However distasteful Di* 
Canio’s action is consid- 
ered, the commission will 
take into account any pub- 
lic expression of regret. 

Yesterday, while Di 
Canlo remained silent, his 
co-agent Matteo Boggl said 
the player was “deeply up- 
set” and “will decide to 
issue an apology shortly”. 

The FA’s chief executive 
Graham Kelly refused to 


speculate on the outcome of 
the hearing. “It could be 
nwfair for any commission 
that deals with a case and 
for the player himself be- 
cause whatever he has done 
he deserves a fair hearing 
and we are always at pains 
to ensure that is done.” 

Meanwhile Alcock, de- 
scribed as “very shocked” 
by the Premier League ref- 
erees' officer Philip Don. Is 
considering his future In 
the game as he digests the 
incidents at Hillsborough, 
where he also sent off Ar- 
senal's Martin Keown for 
bis part In the scuffle with 
Di Canlo that saw the Ital- 
ian dismissed. 

After the final whistle Ar- 
senal's Patrick Vieira was 
claim ed to have made a V- 
rign at home fan« and alleg- 
edly been involved in an al- 
tercation with a policeman 
in the t unn el- Some eye wit- 
nesses claimed the officer 
put a hand on Vieira's 
shoulder and the player 
turned and lashed out in an 
instinctive reaction. 

A South Yorkshire police 
spokesman said a report 
was being compiled and 
would be sent to the FA. A 
police prosecution has not 
been ruled out bat is 
nnllkely. 

Don said: “X have spoken 
to Paul three times to give 
him support ... It is some- 
thing yon don’t expect to 
happen. He's obviously go- 
ing to think about his 
future — whether he con- 
tinues as a referee has 
entered his mind.” 

But, Don added: “I am 
sure I will see him referee- 
ing in the Premier League 
in a couple of weeks.” 

Keown, the third Arsenal 
player sent off this season, 
is likely to appeal against 
his dismissal, believing he 
was trying to act as a 
peacemaker.

L AST November the 
Football Association 
fined Paolo Di Canio

could soon be packing his 
bags and leaving the 
English game. 

When a referee has been 
pushed to the ground in frill 
view of the crowd, of the 
FA's director of public af- 
fairs David Davies and of 
BBC cameras the case for 
the prosecution would ap- 
pear to be overwhelming. 
All that remains to be 
settled, surely. Is the length 
of Di Canio’s suspension 
and the speed with which 
Wednesday get shot of him. 

He may not be banned for 
eight months, the punish- 
ment meted out to Eric Can- 
tona for attacking an abu- 
sive Crystal Palace 
supporter, but with football 
again in danger of becom- 
ing engulfed by a wave of 
squabbling players, abu- 
sive managers and. most 
serious nf all, violent fans it 
is the FA's duty to act 
firmly and swiftly. 

Instances of players man- 
handling referees are on the 
increase. Two years ago 
Gary Poole of Birmingham 
City banned for four 
matches and fined £1.000 for 
assaulting an official at 
Manchester City. Last sea- 
son Arsenal's Emmanuel Pe- 
tit had a suspension In- 
creased by one match and 
was fined £1.000 for pushing 

Paul Du rkin. Two West Ham 
players, Steve Lomas and 
Samassi Abou, were each 
given additional one-game 
bans for making physical 
contact with referees. 

Match officials are being 
abused, both on the field and 
from the bench, with in- 
creasing venom. And the 
line dividing verbal assaults 
from physical attack has be- 
come dangerously indistinct. 


Clearly the benches need 
to calm down. Last Monday 
the Blackburn Rovers man- 
ager Roy Hodgson ha- 
rangued officials after one 
of bis players was sent off. 
On Thursday Roy Evans, 
co-manager at Liverpool 
and annoyed at a penalty 
awarded to Manchester 
United, declared that refer- 
ees were ruining the game. 

There Is no sign that fin- 
ing managers is acting as a 
deterrent. But if those in 
charge of teams cannot be- 
have, then what hope Is 
there that the more volatile 
players will keep their emo- 
tions in check? 

The reaction of Danny 
Wilson, the Wednesday 
manager. In announcing Di 
Canio's suspension by the 
club was commendable. But 
the FA, when it has dealt 
with Dl Canio, should surely 
have another look at Ar- 
senal's disciplinary record. 

Martin Keown. who was 
sent off with Di Canio, may 
have a case for appeal since 
he -appeared to have been 
trying to prevent trouble. 
But the spark which ig- 
nited Saturday’s scenes at 
Hillsborough was Patrick 
Vieira's violent over-reac- 
tion to having his shirt 
pulled by Wim Jonk. Shirt- 
pulling is an insidious form 
of cheating but it is no ex- 
cuse for a brawl. 

It is only a year since the 
FA imposed a suspended 
fine of £50.000 on Arsenal 
for their poor disciplinary 
record during 1996-97. 
when they collected six red 
cards and 91 yellows. Al- 
ready this season Arsenal 
have had three players sent 
off plus 16 cautions, and 
now Vieira may be in trou- 
ble after an alleged inci- 
dent with a policeman in 
tbe Hillsborough tunnel. 

Hie present mood in tbe 
game is hysterical rather 
than anarchical. But only 
last Thursday violence in- 
volving Manchester United 
and Liverpool factions 
recalled the worst days of 

hooli ganis m. 

Clearly football needs to 
watch its step, not to men- 
tion its tongue, its feet and 
its fists. Nothing will bust 
the boom of the Nineties 
quicker than the Seventies 
and Eighties revisited.

m S THE travelogue cliche 
A would have it, foe Pre-

There is something cheer- 
in gly old-fashioned about Bas- 
sett. He reminds you of one of 
those uncles who would take 
you for a kickabout in foe gar- 
den on Christmas Day when 
the other adults were slumped 
in front of the Queen’s Speech. 

After this entertaining game 
the Forest boss sported a club 
blazer and grey-flannel slacks. 
His face had the pinkish hue of 
tbe freshly scrubbed; his neat 
blond hair was sharply parted 
and held firmly in place by 
manly unguents. 

Bassett is a man of action. 
At rest is not his natural 
state. When stationary he has 
foe perpetual air of someone 
who is on the verge of break- 
ing into a trot or doing a cou- 
ple of dozen squat-thrusts.

candour and no little humour, 
Bassett never quite dispelled 
the feeling that he was in a 
hurry to be somewhere else.

Double defends French doctor 
over Neville World Cup injection 


T HE FA has denied that

A S IF to point up die 
polyglot nature of 
English football, a 
Chinese man yester- 
day laid on a cross for a na- 
tive of Yugoslavia to deliver 
the goal that decided a game 
in south London.

S TEVE BULL'S predatory

C ASH ASMUSSEN 
might have been 
a cowboy The 
man from Laredo 
in the Lone Star 
state was taught 
how to ride almost before he 
could walk. As a hoy he fol- 
lowed the rodeo circuit up to 
San Antonio and Fort Worth 
but his destiny was to ride 
thoroughbreds in Europe, not 
rope cows down on the Pan- 
handle. i 

His father Keith trained 100 
horses on the family ranch and 
Asmussen credits him as “the 
inspiring influence who set my 
talents free". As a skinny 1 
teenager “with plenty of trade- 
talk". Asmussen changed his 
first name from Brian Keith to 
Cash; he had decided to “try 
and maximise my earnings 
and potential in life". 

Now 36, he may not be a 
household name in Britain 
where he has never been 
champion jockey or wot the 
Epsom Derby But he has won 
the Cravache D’Or - the 
French jockeys’ championship 
- five times as well as a stack 
of French Classics including 
their Derby equivalent, the 
Prix Du Jockey Club, twice 
and In 1991 he rode Suave 
Dancer to win the Prix De 
L’Arc De Triompbe. His yearly 
retainer with the N larch os 
family in France is said to be 
in seven figures - in pounds 
and dollars. 

Asmussen’s journey to 
Paris began in 1981. The Texan 
had just ridden Mairzy Doates 
to win the first running of the 
Japan Cup in Tokyo, and the 
late, great trainer Francois 
Boutin, an Amerlcanflle and a 
keen internationalist, spotted 


the young jockey’s talent 
Boutin was Anther impressed 
when he saw him riding in 
New York state the following 
spring and Asmussen soon 
found himself called into the 
office of the legendary Argen- 
tinian trainer Angel Peana. 

“He started telling me how 
be knew I was going to be 
dumb enough to turn down a 
ticket to France," said 
Asmussen. “Of course he was 
just winding me up I didn't 
know it then but a ticket had 
already been written with my 
name on ft." 

Asmussen’s arrival at Cban- 
tflle, paid fix: by Boutin’s prin- 
cipal owner Stavros Niarchos, 
did not please everyone. “I was 
the first guy to bring the Amer- 
ican style to Paris. You know, 
low in fixe saddle and hands up 
around the horses neck. Not 
everybody liked it at first But 
after JJJOO winners and five 
championships there is no 
greater compliment than the 
fact that so many other people 
have tried to ride like me.” 

Asmussen may have been 
brought up west of the Pecos 
but he is far from being the 

archetypal laconic westerner 
He is a fluent and confident 
sp eaker, though his manner 
charms some but alienates oth- 
ers. There has been criticism 
too of his tactical positioning 
in a race but most of those 
objections emanate from this 
side of the Channel. 

This weekend lie Texan will 
be in action a g ai n at 
Longcbamp, where many of | 
the l eading fi gur es in the inter- 
national bloodstock industry 
will be gathered. Asmussen j 
won eight of the 15 races at the , 
meeting in 1988 and not sur- 1 


prislngly the Arc weekend is 
his favourite fixture of the 
year 

His mount in Sunday’s big 
race was intended to be the ante- 
post fa v o ur ite Dream Well on 
wfaomhe wot this year’s French 
and Irish Derbys. But the Maria 
Nlarcho&owned ccdt produced 
an anttHwrwitiff performance in 
his prep race two weeks ago at 
Iiongchamp. finishing 10 
lengths behind his stable com- 
panion Croco Rouge and fixe 
Audit Fabre-trained Sagamir. 
Even for an idle worker who 
patently needed the run ft was 
a disappointing effort. 

However; his prospects 
improved last Thursday after 
a strong workout at Chantilly 
“It’s a tough question right 
now as to whether or not he 
can make it,” said Asmussen. 
“Is time against us or is he 
going to improve enough for 
us to find the real Dream Well, 
the horse I rode in Ireland In 
the summer?” 

A dash between Dream Well 
and the Epsom Derby winner 
High-Rise would enable racing 
purists to determine the year’s 
champion three-year-old. 

But as another Flat racing 
season moves towards its cli- 
max, Asmussen has other 
exciting projects in prospect 
He may ride the Prix Fby win- 
ner Limnos in the Arc or in the 
Prix Dollar; followed , by the 

Japan Cup. And he cannot wait 
to renew his association with 
Way Of Light the two-year-old 
colt he describes as “a lovely 
big fellow with a lot of scope. 
He's really going to improve 
next year". 

The thousands of exuber- 
ant British and Irish racego- 
ers who will be making the 


annual Arc pilgrimage will 
have their own views cm how 
Asmussen has improved over 
the years. Some, still dwelling 
on the controversies like the 
day he was disqualified for 
reckless riding on Royal Gait 
in the 1988 Ascot Gold Cup, 
win exclude his mounts from 
their Pari-Mutuel calcula- 
tions. 

Others will rely on the old 
maxim of horses for courses, 
and will recall that 
Asmussen's mastery of the 
slow early pace and sprint fin- 
ishes of French racing is 
every bit as total as Lester 
Piggott's domination at Ascot 
and Epsom Downs. 

But win or lose, Asmussen 
has no difficulty in dealing 
with the jockeys in the stand. 
“When you are 100 per cent 
convinced in yourself and | 
you know yon are one of the 
best in the world, that kind of 
stuff doesn’t matter," 

F self-belief is the key to 
winning trophies, yon feel 
Asmussen would he the 
champion rider in every 
racing parish around the 
world from Maison Laf- 
fite to Mauritius. At times his 
slick replies him sound 
like a cross between a Star- 
bucks salesman and a gradu- 
ate of the Jay Gatsby school of 
self-advancement 

In the final chapter of Scott 
Fitzgerald's novel the hero’s 
father produces an old copy of 
Hopalong Cassidy in which 
his son used to write notes 
to himself about the need to 
“practice elocution, poise and 
how to attain it" and “read 
one improving book or maga- 
zine per week". 


Asmussen, another ambi- 
tious American trying to suc- 
ceed in the unforgiving world 
of old money has been equally 
diligent at p olishing his man- 
ner and tone. 

When he first arrived in 
Europe he was quick to learn 
French, and learnt it well. 
And when his initial bump- 
tiousness was perceived as 
offensive in some quarters, 
he worked at adjusting his 
profile to lit in with what was 
expected of a jockey by the 
elderly tycoons and aristo- 
crats once dominant among 
owners in France. 

He feels his efforts have 
been appreciated. "You could 
say that the support and per- 
sistence of the Niarchos fam- 
ily has been one of the 
greatest things in my life, 
both as a pilot and as a human 
being. 

“When I go out there to ride 
I know they're completely 
b ehin d me. And that makes 
me a better athlete and a bet- 
ter professional I'm a very 
spoiled man." 

Some of Asmussen’s fellow 
professionals have not always 
been as supportive. In 1987 he 
spent a year riding for Vin- 
cent O'Brien in Ireland, and it 
was an up-and-down season 
for both parties. Losing pun- 
ters talking through their 
pockets are never a pretty 
sight but there was a feeling 
that Asmussen finished sec- 
ond-best in too many close fin- 
ishes. He is keen to set the 
record straight 

“I took some flak. I came in 
with a big reputation, big pub- 
licity and big money 
BaHydoyle is me eff the finest 
training centres on the planet 


but they didn't have the guns 
at the time. When I left 
nothing suddenly moved up 
10 pounds in the handicap 
Owners are going to take 
yon off their horses occasion- 
ally 

“But that year 1 rode 126 
winners in three different 
countries and five of them 
were Group One winners. I 
had a strike rate of 38 per cent 


If I decide to retire after riding 
2.000 winners and I’ve still got 
that kind of record, m feel 1 
kicked some arse." 

Asmussen may be spoilt 
Rich, confident and talented 
he most definitely is. And 
enthusiastic about feeling “20 
years young and still crazy 
for the game” he is not yet 
ready to ride off into a Texas 
sunset

T HE Japanese love Super- 
bike racing. They should 
do, they make all the 
bikes. Just about Only the 
Ducatis, in Superbike racing, 
are not made in the land of 
the rising sun. but the 
Ducatis do a disproportionate 
amount of the winning. 

For six straight years - 
1991-1996 - the Italian com- 
pany won the constructors’ 
championship They missed 
last yean when Honda nosed 
in, but wrapped up another 
title in Assen last month. 
Nobody much noticed that in 
Holland, for the attention was 
on Ducati for different rea- 
sons. 

Pierfruncesco Chili is an 
Italian and races for Ducati. 
World Superbike racing is not 
long in the tooth (the champi- 
onship started only in 1988) 
but Chili is the only Italian 
since its inception who might 
reasonably be said to be a 
contender This contrasts 
with GP racing, in which Ital- 
ians have monopolised tbe 
250cc crown since 1991 and 
won three 125cc titles, too. 

Going into the Assen race, 
tbe penultimate leg of this 
year’s 12-race series. Chili 
was on the edge of the cham- 
pionship battle. The Italian 
won the first race (there are 
two in each round), but In tbe 
second slid out as Cart Foga- 
rty eased through on the 
inside. “Unseated rider" Is a I 
pretty regular occurrence in | 
racing; when you are at the 
limits, a feather on the helmet | 
can make all the difference. 

Chili did not see it that way 
When he caught up with Foga- 
rty in the pit lane, he was 
reported to have punched the 
rider from Blackburn. In fact 
he swung an arm and clipped 
Fogarty’s visor “It was more 
like handbags at 10 paces, ” 
said Fbgarty Later, in the press 
conference, the accusations 
flew with rare venom. Fogarty 
claimed Chin, had caused him 
to crash. “But I was nowhere 
near him." said Fogarty "He 

said I was weaving behind him 
which caused him to crash, but 
that's nonsense." 

The crash effectively cost 
Chili any chance of the cham- 
pionship which, in any 
rider's book, is grounds for 
annoyance. It might also, if 
you read it Fogarty’s way

Way back when

on the day ‘Le 
Grand Bill’ beat 
‘LeCrocodil’to 
leave the tennis 
world gaping 

T HE English summer of 
70 years ago had also 
been miserable. On 
their Inaugural official 
cricket tour, George 
ChaUenor’s West Indians 
disappointed themselves in 
the damp and lost all three 
Tests by an innings. 
Although Henley was 
rowed in gales, Wimbledon 
lost only one day to the 
rains. The men's champion 


for the second time -was “Le 
Croco dll’ R6ne Lacoste, 
who beat on his way the 
American Bill TUden and 
two of his compatriot 
French “musketeers”, Jean 
Borotra and Henri Cochet. 

In the August, the ninth 
modern Olympics in 
Amsterdam jostled for 
headline space, bat as 
autumn arrived the inter- 
national sports event most 
anticipated -worldwide was 
the Davis Cup final in 
which the holders France 
awaited Tilden and his 
Ame ricans in their brand- 
new stadium in Paris. 

TUden, the brash, engag- 
ing and flamboyant homo- 
sexual -at 8ft Sin, the 
French called him “Le 
Grand Bill" - had already 
won Wimbledon twice, in 
1930 and -1921. and, at 35, 
was the most recognisable 
American on the planet, 
certainly more so than 


President Calvin Coolldge 
or Gene Tunney the world 
heavyweight champion. 

France had dedicated the 
new athletics stadium in 
Paris, Stade Colombes, 
built for the 1924 Olympics, 
to the late wartime pilot 
and hero Yves do Manoir, 
and now named the new 
tennis complex, near the 
Porte d’Atzteuil, after 
another aviator; Roland 
Garros, the first man to fly 
the Mediterranean in 1913, 
and who was lolled in 
aerial combat over the 
Flanders trenches in 1918. 

The new courts had been 
opened tn the summer with 
a friendly tournament 
between French and 
En glish “lady players”, but 
now ticket sales rocketed 
beyond a million francs 
until a flood of them were 
returned at the announce- 
ment that Tilden would not 
be playing. On the eve of 
the final, the USLTA com- 
mittee suddenly declared 
that Tilden had been sus- 
pended for “debasing his 
amateur status". Each day 
of that summer’s Wimble- 
don, Tilden bad -wired back 
long, tartly written articles 
to a news agency which 
syndicated to over 100 
newspapers in the US. 
Typically, he had been rude 
about no end of his oppo- 
nents, particularly the 
gamesman Borotra. 

Tilden theatrically 
declaimed the ban. “I 
refute all charges. Writing 
is art and taste, not ama- 
teurism. I will be courfside 
trainer for my team tomoi> 
row. Long live AmericaT” 
One of bis colleagues. 


George Lott, threatened 
that the three other Ameri- 
cans might not play with- 
out him. At the draw the 
evening before the first 
match was dne, the USLTA 
relented, lifting the sus- 
pension “In the interests of 
international good feel- 
ing", and Tilden was at 
once drawn against 
Lacoste in the opening sin- 
gles. There was a clamour 
around the packed ar ena 
and beyond when the two 
players took the stage. 
Tilden had played little 
serious tennis since 
Wimbledon, claiming be 
had been emotionally dis- 
tracted and spiritually 
spent by the controversy 
What's more, the match 
began in the teeth of a 
swirling wind that kicked 
up the red dost of the new 

centre court. Furiously 
sulking and ont of sorts, 
Tilden helped it on its way. 

Lacoste won the first set 
6-1 at a canten The US 
j historian Frank Deford's 
: triumphant and poignant 
; biography (Big BUL 
! Gollancz 1977) tells how 
| Tilden then pulled himself 
1 together and threw his reg- 
ular; booming and athletic 
game out of the window. 

“He started slicing every 
ball this way and that." he 
wrote. “As steady as 
Lacoste was, Tilden ont- 
steadied him. If Tilden j 
could not beat Lacoste as j 
TUden, then be would beat : 
Lacoste as Lacoste." ! 

Sages have handed down 
the certainty that this 
conld well have been the 
most resplendent tennis 
match ever played. Lacoste 


at 24, and 11 years Tilden *s 
junior; was the champion of 
both Wimbledon and Forest 
Hills and at his peak. 
Nevertheless tn that wind, 
TUden set about tbe long 
rallies and hunted down 
tbe Frenchman. 

As he approached 40, 
somehow Tilden was to win 
both Forest Hills (1929) and 
Wimbledon (1930) again, 
and although that after- 
noon in Paris may not have 
been his finest “Tilden" 
tennis, it most have been 
his best and most remark- 
able match of alL The old 
man won In five sets 
1-6, 6-4, 64, 2-6, 6-8. 

Deford wrote: “The others 
Ib the Amerfnan ftam, fa rail. 
iar with the agonies of the 
mind thatafSh tied TUden 
that week, watched the vic- 
tory in disbelief ... after- 
wards Lott called it 'a 
display of versatility that 

has never been equalled*. In 
the locker-room Lacoste 
cried. *Twd years ago I knew 
at last how to beat him,* he 
said. *Now on my own court, 
he beats me. I never knew 
how the ball would come off 
the court, be concealed it so 
wefl. I had to wait to see how 

mnrh h» wa< s pinning -and 
sometimes It didn't spin at

Montgomerie, the Euro- 
pean No. I for five successive 
yeans who once had Faldo as 
a role model, is back on top of 
the Volvo Rankings after a 
closing 67 swept him 22 under 
par on 266 for his third vic- 
tory of the year. 

The Swede Robert Karls- 
son, with a swashbuckling 65, 
and the US PGA champion Vi- 
jay Singh, with birdies at two 
of the last three holes for a 
steely 66. had to settle for a 
share of second place one 
stroke behind. 

Faldo, after sacking his old 
guru David Leadbetter In 
favour of a new coach. Chip 
Koehlke. dosed with a solid 
68, his seventh sub-par round 
in eight since returning to 


Europe, and pronounced him- 
self “very happy". 

Montgomerie, who went 
back to his old coach Bill Fer- 
guson before the British Mas- 
ters three weeks ago, is posi- 
tively delirious with bis 
return to winning form after 
missed cuts in the European 
Open and BMW International 
after a modest -Mth place in 
the US PGA Championship. 

“I’m still suffering the odd 
tweak to the left and the 18th 
here isn't exactly my favour- 
ite hole, with water all down 
that side, but l mastered it 
and that proves I'm nearly 
back to my best,' 1 he said. 

'Tm also putting so much 
better. A lesson from Dave 
Pelz before the US PGA 
helped, and so has gripping 
the dub lighter. 1 was tending 
to throttle it but now Tm 
swinging through more 
smoothly and keeping it on 
line longer." 

Montgomerie's victory,

fIGUEL IND GRAIN is 
Ian impossible act to 
I follow for a Spaniard 
but at least Abraham Olano 
proved that he is more than a 
pale imitation of "Big Mlg” 
yesterday when he rode In as 
winner of the Tour of Spain — 
even if bis compatriots know 
that he will never reach the 
same heights as the man who 
retired in January 1997 after 
five Tour de France triumphs. 

Facially the pair are so 
alike that they could be 
brothers, and Olano’s career 
has been interwoven with In- 
durnin's since he took silver 
to the great man in the World 
Time-Trial Championship in 
Colombia in October 1995. A 
few days later the positions 
were reversed, with InduraJLn 
helping Olano to become

Spain’s first ever world road- 
race champion. 

In August 1996, Olano was 
the runner-up when Indurain 
took the final major title of 
his career, the Olympic time- 
trial gold in Atlanta. Later in 
the year be was signed by In- 
durain’s team, sponsored by 
the bank Banes to, and his 
arrival was widely believed to 
be one reason behind Indur- 
ain's retirement shortly 
afterwards. 

Olano had shown the same 
time-trial strength as indur- 
ain when he finished third in 
the 1996 Tour of Italy and now 
was riding for the same team. 
For Spaniards, it all fitted 
neatly together. 

However, with Indurain va- 
cating centre stage, Olano has 
had trouble living up to his 
legacy. Last year he had an 
horrendous season when a 
crash cost him victory in the 
Dauphine Libere stage race. 


he struggled in the mountains 
in the Tour de France and 
dropped lgnomlniously out of 
the Vuelta. 

Whereas Indurain was al- 
most always capable of hold- 
ing his own in the mountains, 
using the time-trial stages to 
forge each of his five Tour de 
France wins, Olano is a rela- 
tively poor climber. On every 
mountain stage in this Vuelta 
he struggled against special- 
ists such as Fernando Escar- 
tin and his own team-mate 
Jose Maria Jimenez, and he 
looked utterly dependent on 
his team-mates. 

But the world of Spanish 
cycling overlooked this weak- 
ness yesterday as the fans 
turned out in force to wel- 
come the 28-year -old on the 
Pa seo de la C-astellana, Ma- 
drid's equivalent of the 
Champs Elysees, where the 
final stage was won by the 
Swiss Markus Zberg.

S ANDY KELLY, the 
Wakefield coach, 
said after his team's

His rftjrirnwm Ted Rich- 
ardson was already plan- 
ning Wakefield’s next step. 
Saturday's victory earned 
them the right to apply for 
a place in the Super League 
next season. It must be sub- 
mitted by October 12, with 
a decision to be made by the 
Rugby League. Council on 
October 28. 

“We’re going to apply be- 
cause so many good things 
are going to happen for 
rugby league in Wakefield 
over the next 12 months,” 
said Richardson. 

But he knows that prom- 
ises will not be enough to 
impress the other Super 
League dobs, or the offi- 
cials from Deloitte-Touche 
who will visit Belle Vue 
this week. They will find a 
“stadium" which has 
hardly changed since it was 
used as the backdrop for 
Richard Harris's action 
scenes in This Sporting 
life. Wakefield have plans 
for a new stadium in Ossett 
but if their application is to 
have any chance of success 
they will need to provide an 
alternative venue for home 
matches next year. Which 
is where Featherstone 
could come back Into the 
picture. 

Officials such as Richard- 
son are touchy about dis- 
cussing mergers, under- 
standably given the 
overwhelmingly hostile 
reaction when they were 
first mooted in early 1995.
